Straw and hay cut 
one inch long, for animals that do no" 
chew the cud, is far better than if cut to 
one-forth inch. When straw is cut very 
short, much of it goes into the stomach 
without being crushed. For this reason, 
a great deal of it does not digest, though 
the juices of the stomach would have dis-

When a horse begins to eat, the salivary 
glands send a stream of saliva into the an- 
imal's mouth, to moisten and soften the 
feed and prepare it for more easy diges- 
tion. Therefore it is important that every 
piece of straw or hay should be crushed 
or macerated between the teeth, and the 
saliva thoroughly mingled with whatever 
is eaten before it is swallowed. As saliva 
is a powerful solvent, the organic struc- 
ture of all feed should be broken up by 
the teeth, and the saliva and all tha small 
fragments brought in contact with liquid.

The Rinderpest. 

This terrible scourge holds almost un- 
disputed sway among the herds of Great 
Britian. so far as it has progressed. The 
latest reports give over 13.000 cases per 
week, as known by the government offi- 
cers. The innoculatiou and other reme- 
dies prove ineffectual. Efforts to prevent 
its spread have been imperfect aud weak, 
while the cupidity of some individuals, 
and the bee.llessne-s and iguorance of 
others, has spread the seeds of the con- 
tagion far and wide. There was abund- 
ant knowledge in the country how to stop 
the disease, but their government was 
afraid to act with energy, and all that has 
been done is sheer trifling. In the vear 
1857, the Royal Agricultural Society of 
England, with the Agricultural Societies 
of Scotland and Ireland, and after receiving 
the co-operation of the Foreign OGce of 
the Government, sent Professor Siu-onds, 
of the Royal Veterinary College, to the 
Continent to investigate this disease. The 
very fnl!;s* opportunities were afforded 
him. and lie sjtj|t nn extended and valu- 
able report. The conclusions at which he 
arrived are of especial interest to us now, 
that we. as a itioi., are exactly in the 
s?mc condition that England was then. 

Be found the disease restricted to com- 
paratively narrow limits this side of the 
B tep p m of Russia: from whence it occa- 
sionally escaped in the ordinary course of 
cattle traffic into Austria. Hungary, Gal- 
licia and Poland, where it usually, as they 
-ay. "stamped out" — being surrounded 
by a ■Qiftwj cordon, and all traffic in cat- 
tle stopped within or without from the dis- 
trict thus shut up from the rest of the 
world This practice is so perfectly effec- 
tual where the disease is understood, that 
Mr Simonds regarded it as entirely im- 
probable thai the disease would ever af- 
flict ihe English farmer. He say. "That 
no fear need be entertained tuat this des- 
tructive pest will reach our shores. Its 
present BMfl iaSSaaaSS from us would of it- 
selt afford a lair amount of security ; but 
when we add to thi>. that no cattle find 
their way thence to the English market . 
and that in the event of the disease spread- 
ing fiooi Gallicia. it would have to break 
through hundreds of military cordons, 
one after the other, before it could pos- 
sibly reach the western side of the Ger- 
man iMpi , and moreover, that for years 
past, commerce has been unrestricted, with 
regarJ to the importation of skins, hides, ' 
bones, etc , of cattle from Russia, and else- | 
where, al) alarm, we believe, may cease 
with reference to its introduction into the 
British Isles." 

This is very instructive — showing us 
great danger — and warning us not to rest 
in fancied security, as did our brother 
farmers ot England, uniil herd after herd 
is swept away. It does not prove that 
this cordon is not effective, but only that 
some carlessne.-s allowed the escape of dis- 
eased animals, or in some way the transit 
of the disease from the countries where it 
was domesticated, to the coast, and to Eng- 
land. The fact remains that perfect isola- 
tion of the diseased and infected cattle, 
ard all persous. animals, and things which 
have been in close poximity to them, or 
their excretions, is perfect security against 
the dise.'se. And we want the Legisla- 
tures to empower the Executives of the 
different States to act with all power and 
promptness, should any case occur in this 
country, even to the using of the militia.— 
Am rictii* Agriculturalist. 

Boiled Pea* for Milch Cows and 
Hms. — ;t Boiled peas.' says a correspon- 
dent of the Richmond ( Va.) Farmer, -'as 
food for milch cows, and for fattening hogs, 
is lar superior to corn, meal or anything 
else I have evcrseon tried. My honest o- 
pinion is. that two bushels of peas are far 
superior to, or worth more to fatten hogs, 
or to increase the milk of cowt, thau three 
bu.-Lols of com applied to the same objects. 
In experimenting, have found that hogs not 
only fattened doubly a.- fast, but that the 
improvement of their general condition was 
in like proportion " -With respect to 
MM," he says, "the effect was, in ten days, 
to double tho yield of milk. My plan in 
using then was to soak them in water twelve 
hours or through the night, before boiling 
them. By this process their bulk was dou- 
blet, anu consequently they required les., 
boiling Besides this advantage, 1 found 
the scaled |na an excetleut substitute for 
green food, having Tiot only the effect on 
stock produced by turnips, carrots and 
b- • ts. in improving their appetite, general 
appearance and making properties, but im- 
parts .ione of the bad taste to the milk 
which is often derived from the use of tne 
greeu crops refered to. It was, moreover, 
found to exhibit fattening qualities almost 
equal to those of the boiled pea." He con- 
cludes by WKjtMfi "1 regard the soaked pea 
for fc jd in winter as decidedly superior to 
all root crops.* and recommends that his 
"brother farmers should lose no time in 
t. <tiiiL r it- value in their own practice M 

I et Horses Rest Occasionally. — 
We know a physician, in large practice, 
who i- frequently compelled to drive his 
horses hard. He formerly drove the two 
together, and u-ed them up in a few years. 
He now drives them singly, and as far as 
possible on alternate days. They are now, 
though working harder, invariably healthy 
aud strong. He attributes this to the fact 
that if a hard drive strains any of their 
muscles, they have time to regain their 
tone the next day. Were the horses driv- 
en -every day, a slight sprain would pro- 
duce a little stiffness ; the parts would rub 
against each other ; inflammation would 
set in. and the horse be lame — perhaps in- 
curably so. Farm horses are not bo liable 
to injury in this respect, as those driven 
fast over hard roads. But a day's rest 
occasionally will help them materially, 
at all event*, do not work them Sundays. 
Or if any are driven far to church, or for 
any pressing emergency, make it a rule 
and adhere to it scrupuously, to let such 
horses rest Saturdays or mondays. Man 
and beast must rest one day in 6even, or 
pay the penalty. Better work harder and 
rest longer. — American Agriculturist.
